DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed 1/13/2010, has been entered and 
made of record. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 4. Claims 12 have been cancelled. Claims 4-11, and 13 are 
currently pending. 

3. Applicants arguments filed 4/12/2010 have been fully considered and are persuasive. . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 4-11 and 13 now renumbered claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The combination of cited references Verard et al ( Fully automatic identification of AC 
and PC landmarks on brain MRI using scene analysis) and Sun et al ( Anatomic labeling of PET 
brain images with automatic detection of AC and PC ) do not teach or suggest the features of 
claim : " using the estimated position of the AC or PC landmark obtained from the midsagittal 
radiological image to generate a plurality of coronal images relating to different coronal slices, 
including a first coronal image of a coronal slice including the estimated position of the AC or 
PC landmark and second coronal images of neighboring coronal slices, the neighboring coronal 
slices in the second coronal images being in the same orientation as the coronal slice in the first 
coronal analyzing the coronal images to improve the estimate of the position of the AC or PC 
landmark obtained from the midsagittal radiological image; and

further improving the estimate of the position of the AC or PC landmark using the improved 
estimates of the position of the AC or PC landmark obtained from analyzing the axial images 
and the coronal images " or the newly added features. No other found prior art of record teaches 
or fairly suggests the combination of claimed elements. 

The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness 
rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
